TRASH REDUCTION BEFORE 
SEEDING 

A very interesting news letter 
from the Lethbridge Research 
Station arrives every week at my 
desk. This week’s letter is about 
ways to reduce" trash so seeding 
can proceed without undue diffi¬ 
culty. D. T. Anderson, who spoke 
at the Vulcan Agricultural Short 
Course last year, says that stubble 
from heavler-than-normal cereal 
crops frequently presents tillage 
problems, especially If the field 
Is to be reseeded rather than 
fallowed. 

Good seedbeds can be prepared 
with a subsurface cultivator and 
a trash harrow but an extra opera¬ 
tion may be required in very heavy 
stubble. A one-way-disc-type im¬ 
plement generally buries 40 to 60 
per cent of the trash in the first 
operation. The amount buried de¬ 
pends on stubble height and depth 
of operation. Tandem and off-set 
(floes.are frequently used, but little 
1 s known about their effect o n 
trash.

ing a 35-bushel wheat crop at the 
Lethbridge Research Station. Com¬ 
parisons were made on stubble cut 
at three different heights. This disc 
buried slightly more of the short 
than of the tall stubble and aver¬ 
aged 73 per cent. Where a packer 
was used to firm the soil just 
prior to seeding, more trash was 
buried and the surface of the seed¬ 
bed contained 22 per cent of the 
original stubble. These operations 
left a seedbed on which most drills 
would operate satisfactorily. How¬ 
ever, the quantity of trash left on 
the seedbed was not enough to 
provide reasonable protection 
against wind. Soil drifting may 
occur on the newly seeded fields. 

The data illustrate the capacity 
of the new tandem-and offset-style 
discs to bury trash. Their use is 
not advisable on fields having nor¬ 
mal or below normal quantities of 
trash. Alternative methods of pre¬ 
paring the seedbed, such as with 
a heavy duty cultivator, could give

(Continued From Front Page) 
report on Parks, Cemetery and 
Roads, said that $6,671 was spent 
on parks last year including $4,500 
for playground equipment; the 
cost of cemetery maintenance 
was $1,425 against revenue of 
$1,165; skating rink operation and 
maintenance including some r e- 
pairs was $3,589 against revenue 
of $420. 

Fire and Police report, given by 
J. M. Wolfe, showed that the fire 
department attended 14 town fires 
and 10 rural fires in 1966 and total 
expenses were $3,769. Police de¬ 
partment costs totalled $ 11,100 
including $8,264 for wages and 
$1,235 car allowances. 

The waterworks committee re¬ 
port, by G. H. Richardson, showed 
that the deficit of $12,747 on 
waterworks was actually reduced 
to $7,890 when profit from sewer 
system operation was taken into 
account. 

In the general discussion period 
before the meeting closed, it was 
suggested that the town should 
have a program for replacement of 
dead boulevard trees, that drain¬ 
age problems in the lower end of 
town require attention and that 
improving of the elevator road 
should be attended to this year. 

All members of the town council, 
town employees and a few rate¬ 
payers were present at the meet¬ 
ing. Chairman was R. C. R. Munro 
and secretary was M. K. Sinclair.

Then came the highlight of the 
day, the guest speaker, Miss Leona 
Douglas, missionary from Japan. 
Miss Douglas is on retirement fur- 
low, after twenty-six years in 
Japan, split by a sojourn in Canada 
during the World War 11. It is 
natural that she has a strong feel¬ 
ing for that country, and many 
friends there. Miss Douglas spoke 
of the great growth of industriali¬ 
zation, and the rise in the standard 
of living. She has a right to be 
proud of the part that Christianity 
has played in changes that have 
taken place i n Japan in recent 
years. 

The earliest missionaries found 
that only boys were eduated. Cana¬ 
dian missionaries established 
schools and three schools for girls 
many years ago. Since 1945 public 
schools and universities have been 
open to both ooys and girls. 24 
women have been elected to the 
D i s t., or parliament. Besides 
spreading the Gospel, the Christian 
Church has raised the status ot 
women in Japan. 

There are two main ways i n 
which Japanese Christians are 
reaching out to others in the com¬ 
munities wherever they live. 
Groups of young workers provide 
good spare time recreations such 
as athletics, at noons and even¬ 
ings. A married couple provide a 
good hostel, and restaurant along 
the highway at a country spoi 
where truckers stop. Chrisianity is 
best taught by living it with others. 

Miss Douglas concluded with 
many colorful slides from her ex¬ 
periences and people she has 
known. Especially interesting were 
the pictures from the high school 
where she taught most of the past

Debate on the budget introduced 
by the Provincial Treasurer con¬ 
tinued this week, along with the 
introduction of a number of bills. 

Following is a brief comment 
on a few bills: 

An Act to Provide for Partial 
Refunds of Estate Taxes to Alber¬ 
ta Estates— 

The purpose of this bill is to 
provide a partial refund of estate 
taxes to relieve the tax burden on 
Alberta estates and to encourage 
investment in Alberta. The amount 
of the estate tax rebate is 75 per 
cent of the estate tax payable. An 
estate tax rebate is payable under 
this act only in respect of the 
estate tax on the estate of a per¬ 
son dying on or after the first 
day of April, 1967. I would 
suggest that everyone should live 
accordingly. 

The Vehicles and Highway Traffic 
Act— 

This act will consolidate all of 
the amendments made to the Act 
over the last ten years, and to 
standardize the Rules of the Road 
throughout the Province by alter¬ 
ing the present Rules to cover 
matters presently dealt with i n 
different ways by the traffic by¬ 
laws of different municipalities. 
As one example of uniformity in 
Rules; turning right on a red light, 
after stop, will be permitted unless 
a traffic control device, such as a 
sign, prohibits a right hand turn. 


This will be a great asset to our 
mobile population of today. 

The Alberta Livestock and Live¬ 
stock Products Act— 

The amendment of this Act is 
designed to give livestock dealers, 
as well as other classes of patrons, 
the privilege of claiming against 
the Livestock Patron's Assurance 
Fund. 

The Domestic Animals Act— 

The amendment to this Act en¬ 
ables the impounder of animals to 
collect reasonable costs incurred In 
impounding, as well as claims for 
injury suffered. It also raises the 
security for investigation from $2. 
to $10. 

An Act to Establish The Alberta 
Human Resource Research 
Council— 

This Bill establishes a research 
body to undertake educational, so¬ 
cial and economic, and other re¬ 
search relating to the development 
of human resources. 

The Crop Insurance Act— 

The amendment allows the corp¬ 
oration to cancel a contract tor 
non-payment of premium and also 
allows for fixed final date for pre¬ 
mium payment to be set by regula¬ 
tion rather than statute.
